Woe be to me, for 1 an 
of polluted lips, becauſe hee ſaw the 
Lord of hoaſts, compalled with glo- 
rious Seraphims : (ſhall not the maie- 
ſtie of this great God daunt the 
hearts of the wicked at his appearing, 
euen more then can be expreſſed ? 
Astherefore Chrift ſaid to the wo- 
man of Samaria, If tho diddeſi but 
know who it u that talketh with thee, it 
world make thee &c, lo wemay ſay 
to all yngodly men, If they would 
but conſider who ſha] be their ludge, 
it would (trike a terrour into them, 
and makethem ſue for mercie now 
whileſt mercie and judgement meet 
together , leſt afterward they finde 
fearfulliudgement without any mer- 
cie atall. Letys rhefefore agree with 
our aduerſarie now whileſt we are in the

to which they are now for euercon- 
demned, And if the eye hath beene 
laſciaious that it ſhould behold vglie 
_ fights of Deuils :tharthedainry raf, 
ſhould indure molt rauenons hunger 
andthirſt : that the »ice /mz4 ſhould | 
haue poiſonous ſtenches of brim- 
ſtone : thar all the /e»ſble parts chat * 
haue taken pleaſure in ſin ſhould 
ſufferan extream burning. So likwiſe 
Itis luſt with God that he who knew 
the will of his Maſter and did irnor, 
becauſe he had much knowledge and 
little practiſe , ſhould be beaten with 
| many (tripes:thathe who might have 
found life , but would not ſeeke it, 
ſhould ſeeke death and not findeit, 
ſo hee that wilfully reſiſteth the Rv4. 9.6- 
good motions of Gods ſpirit,and vn-. 
I 4 Courte- 
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courtzouſly contemneth the Lords 


| knocking, either now by this, or at 


any time by any other exhortarion, 
be ſhall with the fiue fooliſh Virgins 
knocke and not haue the doore ope- 
ned, crie and call with teares and 
wringing of hands,and not be heard: 
ſo hee that will not baue pitie on 
Chri/t when he calleth jn the perſon 
of the poore aud needie, ſhall not be 
comforted of God when helieth vp- 
on his death-bed, vnlefſe God bee _ 
more mercifull vnto him then hee is 
pitifullto himſelſe. So as S. [xde faith, 
he that u a wandring flarre, and leades 


" ethers into the darkne fſe of erronr, hath 


the blackne ſſe of darkyeſſe reſerned for 


bim for exer : heethat is a Iudpe, and 
willnot imitate God in ſhewing mer- 
cieto the penitent offender, but for 
euery {mall offence will giue /«m- 
muminus, theextremitie of the Law, - 
hee alſo /ball have indgement without 
mercie, for indgement mercileſſe ſhall be 
to him that ſheweth ne mercie. Laſtly, 
it ſhallbejult with God, ro make the 
drunkard drunke with the fierce cup

_ give, and neuverhad enough, ill his 

mouth was ſtopped with dirt; to giue 

them outward darknelle, who haue 

had inward darkneſle; to treaſure vp 

wrath for him, that was alwaies trea- 

 Juringvp fin, asthecouetous hoards pg, . 
vp bagges;to makethe roaring boies 

to houle in hell; rogiue him varierie 

of plagues, that cooke. delightin di- 

uers kindeof (linnes ; to ſend himta - 

the father of lies,yho hath cauſed his 

tongueto be alwaies running on S$4- 

tanserrand ; and to ſet on hre that 

quarrellous tongue;that hath alwaies 

beene ſowing the ſeeds of difſentiong 

- to cauſe thoſe Salamanxarie ſpirits to 

liuein eternall fire, who were neuer 

berterthen when they were ſowing 

theſeedes of diſcord and difſention. 

And thus God the iuſt Iudge will 

piue vato euery man according to 

thoſe

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thoſe things thar hee hathgone in his 
body, whether it be goodor bad, Which 
points thagowly weighed in an vn- 
der{tanding minde, will be a greater 
ſpurre to excitevs to holineſle, and a 
ſtronger bit. and bridle to keepe vs 
from wickedneſſe, then that fond 
conceit of pepiſh merit. 

Having thus finiſhed the parts of 
my text] (hould heere conclude: but 
Jlouenot to end with a judgement, 
andas it were to let my Sunne ſetin 
acloud : fortoleaueit asa definitiue 
ſentence, without any clauſe of ex- 
ception,T hat euery one ſhall receiue 
according to that which hee hath 
done, z a hard ſaying, and not to be 
endured ; for whocan ſay his heart ts 
cleare ? nay who canwaſh his hands in 
zwnocencie ? and when wehaue done 
all that is commanded, ( which no 
man euer came neere) wee mult lay 
our hands vpon our mouthes, and 
crie, Sernt mutiles ſumns, wee are vN- 
profitable ſeruants, That our ſong 
therefore may with the {weet linger 
of 1/racl, be of mercie aud ind _—_

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the Law and the Gofpell, wee may 
qualifie this commination with that 
caution of repentance, which ma 
ficly be mingled with all legall and 
euangelicall threats : for theteares of 
repentance flowing from the agonie 
of our perplexed ſoules, are able to 
waſh away all the ſpots and blots of 
our molt hainous tranſgreſſions; and 
the bloud of Chriſt ſprinkled ypon 
our ſoules, cleanſerh ys from all our 
ſinnes, and crieth more ſtrongly for 
" mercie and forgiueneſle, then cuer 
thebloud of Abe/did for judgement 
and vengeance: and therforethough 
therigour of the law run according 
to our workes, Doe this and tho ſhalt 
lize, and, Curſed is he that continneth 
not in all things written in the booke 
of the Law to doe them ; yetthe cau- 
tion. of repentance mollifieth -this 
ſeueritie, Repent and beleeue, and thou 
ſoalt beſaued : and that oneaR of re- 
pentance if it bee r;ghe (marke the 
condition well, that you be not de- 
cciued) is as. powerfull to ourſalua- 
tion, as all our ſinnes were to our 
wy condem- 
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condemnation : for as $, Auguitine 
faich, Gods commandements are kept, 

where that which is not kept is truly Fee '* 
penged of ; for God elteemeth that 
not doxe, which afterwards we wiſh had 
beene wmaone : for God who is truth 
hath promiſed, that if che wicked man 
turne from hus finne byrepentance, none 
of his fennes that bee hath committed 
ſhall be once ſomuch as mentioned againſt 
him. Sinne diſcouered by tria)l, and 
caſt out by repentance, will neuer 
condemne vs. It is therefore-a gol- 
den lentence, and euer worthieto be 
written in the tables of our hearts, 
wherewithwee viually beginne our 
publike deuotions, At what time /0- 
qgyer 4 ſinner doth repent him of his 
finne from the bottome of bu heart , I 
will put all his wickedneſſe out of my re- 
wembrance, ſaith the Lord, Let ys 
therefore that haue nor lived guilt- 
lefſe, die penifent ; and that haue 
followed Satan by ſinning,renounce 
him by repentance : then we ſhall be 
{ure to eſcape puniſhment, andnot 
receiueenill according to thoſe bad 
Ee. things

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things which wee haue done, And 
as by repentance the bill of our (ins 
is cancelled, whereby wee are freed 
from hell, and that ex which our 
ſinnes haue dgferued, ſo to goe one 
ſtep further, afid rhere to fet downe 
our re[t, by a working faithin Chriſt, 
we hauethe rich treaſurie gf his me- 
Tits made ours, with the foabes of 
which righteouſne(le wee being clo- 
thed, may pleadefor areward euen 
at the barre of Gods iuſtice, forthole 
go0d things, which wee being in 
Ckriſt, haue done in our holes, 
when hee did for ys that which wee 
could not doefor our ſ{elues : for hee 
that knew 20 fonne, was made ſinne for 
vs, that wee might be made the righte- 
onſne(ſe of God iwbim ; his merits and 
righteouſnelle are as truly ours by 
faith,as our ſinnes for which he ſmar- 
ted, were his by imputation : our (ins 
prefſed him downe to hell, and his 
merits ſhall aduancevs vp to heauen: 
hee was clothed with our ragges of 
* miſerie, and wee ſhall be adorned 
with his robes of glorie. Thus , as
